Veterinary surgeons attribute the 


disease to (he long period of winter, during 
which the animals have been 
obliged to 


stand and travel in cold, wet and 
Blush. 


The disease has been slowly gaining ground 
for some days, and today a large proportion 
of the South Sido Company's borses are 
under treatment;, also i'OO horses of tho 
North Side Company and seventy-five of 
tho West Sido Company.

loose. This time bo did it nnd escaped. 
Graco again showed his courage hy ascend. 
ing the ladder nnd going into tbo 100111,

vero gradually saturating thoil- dwellings 
vith petroleum from roof to collar. No one 
could say positively that nil such buildings 
vould bo destroyed this yoar, or tbo next, or 
ho year following, but it could bo predicted 
vith n reasonable degree of certainty, that 
at no distant dn}', whenever n single spark 
hall ba added, n conflagration will surely 
ollow. And so it is that when similar 
ouditionenro created in our sanitary affairs, 
t will ueod only tbe spark of disease, an 
unfavorable season, to produce results far 
more deplorable. 


It will be at least five years before proper 


drainage can be afforded, by the main sower 
and tho necessary branches, if the work is 
commenced now; and that, iu niy judg- 
ment, is quite long enough for us to bo 
subjected to the risk of a pestilence from 
this cause. 


As a general rule, in all cities, there is a 


strong and persistent opposition 
to tbo 


construction 
of sewers, both before and 


during tbe progress of tbo work, aud a very 
general pleasure nud snlisfaction, ou tho 
purt of tho very same persons, when tb,ey 
have, for n brief period, received and en- 
joyed tho benefits of the completed work.
